While making antics in front of an 
open fire this morning, 
little M iss 
M argueritf G ates’ nightgown caught 
fire and she w as 
seriously 
burned. 
The attending phy sician is not cer­ 
tain as to the results of the injuries, 
but there is a possibility of them be­ 
ing fatal. 
The little girl w as burned 
about the back and legs and on the 
arms only to a sm all 
ex tent. 
The 
flames did not reach the front part 
of her body . 
The burns are not deep, but ex tend 
ov er a great deal of surface which 
m akes them more serious. 
The h is­ 
tory of other cases show that bad 
surface burns are much more dan­ 
gerous than deep burns which do not 
cov er so much of the body . 
P racti­ 
cally all of the skin on the little girl’s 
back and the back part of her legs 
w as licked by the flames. 
The phy si­ 
cians can only aw ait dev elopm ents, 
as it m ay take sev eral day s for a 
change for better or w orse to come. 
About sev en o’clock this morning 
all of the neighbors in the v icinity of 
the Gates home in E ast Fourth street 
were startled to hear the m ost hor­ 
rible scream s issuing from the Gates 
home. 
Mrs. W alter 
Thom as, 
who 
liv es near, w as the first to arriv e in 
the house and found the little girl 
totally env eloped in 
flames. 
Mrs. 
G ates, who w as out in the back y ard 
when the accident happened, 
also 
heard the cries of her daughter, and 
scream ing ev ery breath, rushed to the 
house to find her daughter burning. 
The nightgown w as quickly torn off 
and the doctor called. 
The y oung m iss had arisen from 
bed about sev en o’clock and had not 
y et started to dress. 
She was play ­ 
ing and dancing about in front of the 
fire when her night dress caught fire. 
She w as more than pleased with her 
y ounger brother’s 
nightshirt, which 
she was wearing, as he did not like 
them and had consented to allow his 
sister to sleep in them. 
When the neighbors and mother of 
the little girl arriv ed on the scene, the 
y ounger brother Gene, was making a 
heroic effort to sav e his sister from 
burning to death. 
He w as doing all 
that w as possible to take the night­ 
dress off of her. 
She w as striking 
and try ing to break aw ay to get to 
the ouside into the air. 
But 
the 
y ounger brother held her tight in his 
clasp and would not allow her to es­ 
cape. 
It is probable that, had she 
gone outside, the burns would hav e 
been fatal.

Rev . Hawthorne left his home last 
M opday night, presum ably about ten 
o’clock.

lawthorne took the leading part and 
ie was giv en the liberty to seek whom 
le pleased to assist in the work. 
Bat the old 
say ing “ after

calm the storm ” tells the storv of his 
disappearance and in it may be found 
the cause of his sudden departure. 
A letter has been receiv ed from the 
m inister by Albert Ernest, one of the 
trustees of the church, and its con­ 
tents will be made public at the ser­ 
v ices Sunday . 
Rev . Hawthorne made 
such a request and it is said that Mr. 
Ernest will read the epistle at the 
serv ice Sunday morning. 
Dom estic 
infelicities are said to hav e been the 
cause for the hasty action taken by 
the minister.

Expert inv estigation of the books 
of the Big Four and the C. II. & D. 


railways may be ordered by the Rail­ 
road commission of Indiana in the 
classified rate cases 
against these 
roads brought by Schnull & Co. and 
other Indianapolis shippers and later 
taken up by the Indianapolis Freight 
Bureau, says the Indianapolis Star. 
The purpose of the inv estigation, if 
ordered, will be to ascertain the cost 
of handling freight in this State, with 
a v iew to finding out whether rates 
charged by 
these 
companies are 
reasonable. 
While the commission has not an­ 
nounced definitely whether this in- 


v estigation will be made, the case was 
left open to giv e the members o f the 
commission time to consider the ad­ 
v isability o f this course, it was said. 
Railway officials hav e been defending 
the suit on the theory that present 
rates, while 
higher than 
those in 
Ohio, are not excessiv e, as the cost 
of handling freight in this State will 
av erage 7 cents a hundred pounds 
for terminal expenses. They produc­ 
ed figures showing the aggregate cost 
railway companies charge up against 
the terminals 
computing 
operating 
expenses, but the ev idence did not go 
into detail and was based largely on 
estimates of percentages 
made by 
witnesses testifying in behalf of the 
roads. 
Because these were regarded 
as general estimates and did not deal 


with exact figures as shown by the 


books, the examination o f the ac­ 
counts by experts working under the 
authority of the commission may be 
ordered. 
The hearing was resumed yester­ 
day morning. 
General Freight Agent 
Thomas of the C. H. & D. railroad, 
who was on the stand at a prev ious 
session and testified that the road 
during the last three years has not 
earned enough to pay operating ex­ 
penses, rentals, lease payments and 
interest on bonds, again 
took the 
stand. 
He said the present rates to 
Indianapolis shippers are the same as 
those established when the C., H. & 
D. railroad was known as the I. D. & 
W. railroad, and that the earnings of 
the part of the 
road 
which 
runs 
through Indiana are not sufficient to 
pay operating expenses. 
Admitting 
that rates of 100-pound 
shipments 
are higher in Indiana than in Ohio, he 
said the Indiana line pays less money 
to the company, for the reason that 
less freight 
originates 
along 
the 
route. 
The Indianapolis Freight 
bureau 
introduced a large number of exhibits 
of charts showing conclusions drawn 
from prev ious testimony concerning 
rates, purpose being to 
prov e the 
railways are in error in their con­ 
tention 
that a 
reduction in 
rates 
would be confiscatory. 
The charts 
are intended to show that rates could 
be reduced to the same basis as the 
Ohio rates and still 
leav e a 
fair 
profit for the roads. 
The contention 
of the local shippers throughout the 
cases has been that the 
rates are 
discriminativ e, shippers of 
Toledo, 
Cincinnati, 
Clev eland 
and 
other 
points being giv en more fav orable 
rates than is afforded Indianapolis 
shippers.

No tice to Health Officers 


Your attention is called 
to 
the 
fact that in the course of our work 
in enforcing the pure food and drug 
law, our inspectors frequently re­ 
port conv ictions with a judgment of 
one dollar and costs, says the month­ 
ly bulletin issued by the State board 
of health. 
The pure food law passed 
in 1907 prov ides for no such penalty. 
Section 10 of Chapter 
104, 
Acts 
1907, prov ides that for the first o f­ 
fense the fine shall not be less than 
10 nor more than 30 dollars; 
for 
the second offense not less than 25 
nor more than 100 dolalrs and im­ 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
less than 30 nor more than 90 days. 
It is apparent that the court in 
fixing the fine is misled by section 
2445, as found in Burn's Annotated 
Indiana Statutes, rev ision 1908, Part 
1. 
This section is ev idently taken 


from the old food law passed in 1899 


and repealed by the Acts of 1907. 


The proper sections under which to 


found in Bum s’ Annotated Indiana 
Statutes, rev ision 1908, Part 3, Sec­ 
tions 6738 to 6748 inclusiv e. 
We call your attention to this be­ 
cause it is our opinion that a v iola­ 
tion of the pure food and drug law 
is inadequately punished by a fine of 
1 dollar and costs, and also because 
any action brought under 
the 
first 
mentioned section as found in Part 1 
of Burns’ Statutes 
could 
not 
be 
maintained, while action brought on 
affidav its based on the 1907 law will, 
we believ e, be sustained 
in 
ev ery 
case. 
May we urge you in prosecuting 
food and drug cases, to ask for a fine 
of at least twenty-fiv e dollars and 
costs. 
Such a fine is certainly none 
too great, and unless it is imposed, 


the offender may fail to apreciate the 


necessity of observ ing the law.
